In  more  northerly  localities,  now  is  a  good  time  to  trans¬ 
plant  Pansies  into  cold  frames  where  glass  or  shading  frames 
will  afford  light  protection  during  the  winter  and  next, 
spring  you’ll  have  that  early  blooming  stock  when  the  dem¬ 
and  and  price  is  good.

Also,  shipping  weight  will  vary 
widely  with  the  moisture  content  of  the  soil  at  time  of  digging.  We 
ship  all  plants  bare  root,  wrapped  in  a  special  paper  wrapper  and 
Spagnum  mos» — to  assure  fresh  arrival — soil  moisture  has  a  great 
deal  to  do  with  the  amount  of  soil  that  still  clings  to  the  roots.  We 
assure  you  that  shipping  weight  will  be  kept  as  low  as  conditions  of 
safe  delivery  will  permit
